The Duke of Savoy, thinking to deceive him 
in the reſtitution of the Marquifate of Salnces, 
and to raiſe faftions in his Realm which ſhould 
hinder the King from demanding reaſon of 
kim,found that he had to do with a Prince who 
knew as well how to over- reach him 1n his de- 
ſignes,as to conquer his forces : for he forced 
him among thoſe rocks where he boaſted he 
had n6thing to fear but the thunder-bolts of 
Heaven,and made him ſhamefuily reſtore what 
he had unjuſtly nturped. | 

At the ſame time the. King had thoughts, as 
well forthe ſecurity and tranquillity of France,

to repair the damages and-ruines of Frazxce, 
which a forty years civil War had cauſed ; re- 
move tinoſe canſes which imbittered and divi- 
ded ſpirits; reform thoſe diſorders which dif- 
fignred the face of the Eſtate; make it flouriſh- 
ing and rich, to the end his ſubjefts might live 
happily under the wings of his proteC&ion and 
his juſtice. | : 
In the mean time himſelf 'was not free from 
troubles ,perplexities and difguſts: his Miſtreſſes 
 canſed him a thouſand vexations in the midſt 
of his pleaſures; he found thorns even in his 
Nuptial-bed,and in che ill humour of his wite ;
